Some farmers have wondered why 
the buslneaa men of Lake County are 
supportinir the farm improvement or- 
ganization bo enthuBlastically. ''Sure- 
ly this must be some new scheme of the 
city fellers to do us" they say. Evi- 
dently they do not realize that the busi- 
ness men are putting their money into 
this movement as a legitimate invest- 
ment of the beat Icind. if by 00 doing 
the profits of Lake county farms can be 
materially increased, then the farmers 
are going to deposit more money In the 
banks and "spend more money for both 
necessities and luxuries. It Is a well 
known fact ^ that when the farmer is 
prosperous, the country is prosperous. 
Besides this, there is reason for some 
concern over the low rent situation. 
So long as $100 land Is renting for $3 50 
per acre, the land owner is getting too 
low a rate of interest on his investment 
And furthermore if the value of land 
was properly calculated and based on 
its producing capacity, land would rare: 
ly sell for as high prices as it now does. 
Farming has become a business, pro- 
position of prime importance to the 
'county and if anything can be doneto 
help insure regular paying crops, the 
farmers should not hesitate to* take ad- 
vantage of it The county agricultOrai 
^ advisors or farm experts constitute a' 
sort of crop insurance by being able to 
. supply the farmers with valuable prac- 
tical advice which nine times out of 
ten will make crops sure if properly 
put into practice. Thus poorly drained 
land can be tiled so as to rarely suffer 
from too much moisture; soils which 
are affected by drouth can be so filled 
with humus and cultivated as to almost 
never lack sufTlcicnt water to- make a 
fcrop; a healthy deep rooted stand of 
clover in a soil that Is in first-clasa 
physical condition and well supplied 
with lime, phospho'ric acid and pptash 
will endure drowth and extreme cold 
much better than weakly plants in a 
poor acid soil. What Is called chance 
or luck is simply the measure.of our 
ignorance and yet what is actually 
known about farming tocjay is very 
little when' compared with the modern 
applied sciences of medicine and sur- 
gery. The up-tO'date farm expert who 
has devoted his life to the study of 
practical scientific farming has a few 
new wrinkles ^ip' his sleeve that should 
be worth thousands of dollars to the ' 
county employing hira. The moss-back- 
ed farmers who still believe that their 
experiences are all sufHcIent and that 
' the millions all over the United States 
are wasted, soon fall behind in the 
race: ■ The progresalye, successful 
farmers never can learn too much and 
always eager for more. 

But the farm expert has another im- 
portant use in the county, that of a 
leader, a *Uvo wire', (^booster. As one 
"Lake county farmot , recently said, 
"Our agricultural advisor will not only 
be able to give us valuable suggestions, 
. but he will stimulate our farmers to do 
things which thty know they ought to 
do." Yhia is undoubtedly ' true. Suc- 
cess in farming, as In any other busi- 
* nessis largely a , motter of *'the man 
behiid" the farm". If this man can ber 
come enthused with his work, can real- 
'" izB,what wonderful possibilities farm- 
ing has, and can get into active com- 
petition with hieifeighbors, he will sud- 
denly find his farm improving tremend- 
ously. The , farmers must have more 
confidence' in each other, get together 
morei and support their leader, 1;ho 
county advisor, In a determined effort 
. to make their county the most pro- 
groaslve- In the country. Such a spirit 
will attract outsiders ^nd ralaethe 
price of land. Down li? Kankakee coun-

FARMER KILLED INSTANTLY 



Eugene Townsend, Is Killed by fas 
St Paul Train 

Eugene Townsend, aged 35 years, son 
of Charles Townaend, a prominent 
farmer living near Uourid .Lake, met 
death under a St Paul train just out- 
side of Round Lake, Sunday night, 
when "the train due it the station at 
7:05 was coming In from the "north. 

Townaend hbd be^n to the 'village ■ 
for the afternoon and 'la 'believed to' 
have, started walking down the tracks Captain 
towards hiahome. The train approach- 
ed and he either hear It, or something 
-happened which caused him his death. 
At any rate he was struck and killed 
almost instantly. 

. Townsend was 85 years old and un- 
married.- He lived with his parents 
and worked on the farm. He had spent 
hia life in the locality aryl therefore 
widely known. 

It Is said the engineer of the train 
saw the man on the track and tried (o 
bring his train to a halt before he 
struck him. Throwing on the emerg- 
ency brakes, he stopped the train ao 
quickly that it fs aaid to have broken

Steps were at once taken 
to incorporate a company not focprofitT 
This means that within a few days 
the Welch bequest will be turned over 
to the Volunteers— and this la to be the 
nucleus of the fund for the erection of 
the home for working girls, of which 
Capt and Mrs.Cook are to be the head. 
The home will cost in the neighborhood 
of $10,000,ahd will house from 15 to 20, 
girls.

Dooley Named to Succeed Fletcher; Huber

According to a telegram from Wosh- 
Ington. William H. Dooley was the man 
whose name was sent to the senate by 
the prealdent Tuesday aahls prefer- 
ence for poMmater at Highland Park. 
Mr. Dooley has been aleadlngcandidate 
for the office for some time and It was 
generaly felt would land the honor be* 
cause he haa been a Democratic leader 
for yeara in the park. 

The postoflice job at Highland Park 
is the secend best federal job In the 
county, paying $2,600 a year. Wauke- 
gan's job Is worth'$3,100. 

The appoitment of Mr. Dooley inter- 
eats all Lake county .democrats espec 
iaily when certain circumstances are re 
called in connection with the first move 
made by the Democrats following the 
Democatic victory last fall. 

Following the victory, It is recalled, 
part of the Democratic county com- 
mittee knew- what they were about, 
they rushed through endorsements of 
several candidates, among them being 
Wm. Ward for the Waukegan ofiice 
and John O'Keefe, of Highland Park. 
Therefore, in face lof these endorse- 
ments, friends of Ward and O'Keefe 
felt certain they would get the jobs, 
but, it seemed the endorsements did 
not carry weight for neither landed, 
for, Dooley la now named and Dan 
Grady got the Waukegan plum. 

Dooley is not an inexperience post- 
master. About twenty years ego, he 
was postmater at Highland Park under 
President Cleveland and he made a good 
rpan in the ofiice. For some years past 
he has been cashier in the State Bank 
at Highland Park and in that position 
haa made a very courteous and efficient 
man. He had conducted a quiet cam- 
paign for the postoffice job and his 
friends felt he wouldfwin just as Grady 
felt he would win in Waukegan. 

While their names have not been 
sento the Senate as yet, inside informa; 
tion from* Washington eiates that 
Frank Huber, now serving as the Dem- 
ocratic member of the Lake County 
Board of Review is to be named very- 
ahortlv for the postmasters hip at An: 
tloch, as against J. C. James, Jr., the 
Bull Moose candidate. They have 
waged a hard fight but Huber is the 
victor, as a few days will prove 

In Zion City the race is undecldeil, 
Farley, Bellmeyer and Price being the 
leading candidates, with the decision 
likely to call on any one of them. Far- 
ley is the Voliya man, Bellmeyer is the 
Independent

Letter Received From Stale Game 
messioner Settles Question 

On account of there being ao much 
speculation'in regard to changes in the 
game laws, since the issuing of a cer- 
tain number of hijnting license, there- 
by making a confiiction between the 
state law now In force, and the law as 
printed upon the back of license dated 
from Jene 1, 1913 to June 1, 1914, L. 
M. Hughes, Village Clerk communicat- 
ed with the State Game Commissioner 
at Springfield, 111., and In reply haa re- 
ceived the following: 

I have your letter to the Hon. Harry, 
Woods referred to this office, and in 
reply to same, will say, that the hunt- 
er's licenses that you have now In your 
possession were printed in the month 
of May when the old law was in effect, 
but are good from June 1, 1913 to June 
1, 1914, 'and should be continued to be 
issued by you. The legislature haa 
passed a new law taking eftectJulyl, 
and repealing all other fish and game 
laws, and this is the only law th^,t this 
department recognizes at this time. I 
am Bending you under separate cover a 

copy of same.

Hon. Geo. Reed Lyon, a prominent 
merchant, life-long reaident and for 
yeara prominent Waukegan politician,- 
a man ranked as being the second 
wealthiest in the city, died at his home 
comer Sheridan road and Grand ave.». 
Thursday evening, August 7th at 5:40 
o'clqck. 

His family was gathered about hica 
in his palatial home and as he had been 
critically ill and believed to be nearing 
death's door all day, his final departure 
was not entirely unexpected. Thet 
death of this well known reaident was 
made the more sad when it was recall- 
ed by his friends that his wife was In 
bed in another room, quite alck as a 
result of the severe strain upon her 
attendant upon her husband's Mckne'ss 
during the preceeding few days. 

Heart trouble was the cause of Mr. 
Lyon's death and ever since hia condi- 
tion had become such that It caused 
anxiety, he had been doctoring faith- 
fully in on effort to improve his health, 
but to no avail, for thoSe who had seen 
him about the city during the post few 
weeks could not help but notice that a ', 
marked change had come over .him. A ' 
man who even a year ago, was stout/ 
healthy looking and in good spirits, he 
hod for some time, displayed a weaken- 
ed condition indicating that he was real 
sick and making a hard fight against 
some ailment which had a severe hold 
upon him. 

Dr. Sippey, a noted heart specialist 
had been called to the Lyons home 
early Thursday morning and after an 
examination reported to Mr. Lyon'a 
phvaician, Dr. Barker, that the mer- 
chanta copdition was exceedingly grave. 
His report thus prepared the ifamlly 
for the worst and it was felt that his 
chances for living the day > out, were 
slight. 

Although the matter had not been 
generally known Mr. Lyon's health 
Had been falling ever since he returned 
a few months ogo from a winters so- 
journ in 'Florida. Since that time he 
had suffered a severe attack of heart 
trouble. It has been many weeks since 
he was able to be at his ofiice. About 
a month ago he was obliged to ^o to 
bed and since that time his condition 
has been quite serious.

George Heed Lyon was born in Wauv. 
kegan, July 19, 1846. Educated in the 
Dublic schools of that city and in the 
North Western University at Evanaton 
At the age of 15, June 1862; he enlisted 
in the 69 th Illinoia, a three monthaV 
regiment, and served out his term. He 
re-enlisted in the 64th Illinois Regiment 
and was with it, under General Sher* 
man from Chattanoogo to Atlanta and 
on the **march to the sea," and on the 
march through the Carolinas to Waeh^ 
ington at the close of the war. He waa 
orderly sergeant of Co. K and waa 
musterad out of the service at Louis- 
ville, Ky., arriving home July 18. 1865, 

Mr. Lyon . had been engaged in the 
mercantile business eatablisned by his 
father (in 1843) ever since then and at 
the time of his death was associated 
with his aona under the firm name of G. 
K. Lyon & Sons. He was a member of 
the boar;! of Supervisors of Lake coun* 
ty fpr three years— the last year being 
chairman of the Board. President oj 
tho Board of Education . 1 n 1895. Fas 
Commander of Waukegan Post G. A*. 
R., Junior Vice Commander Illinois G. 
A. R. Wua delegate to tho National 
G. A. ft., on several occasions. 

PoliWcally Mr.. Lyon waa a Republl- 
can^ Elected 'to the state legislature 
in 1896. Re-elected 1898-1900» 1902. 
He aerved there two terms as chair- 
man of the committee on Banks and 
Banking and In 1900 was .a prominent 
candidate for speaker of the.House, He 
was Past Eminent ComiriBnaer,ofW>«" 
kegflin Commandera- iKnlghtB Telaraap 
and a thirty-second degree MlaBon. 

He waa married In Waukegan to 
Phjlippa B. Yfteraan, who Burvivea hlti^ 
Htt always lived in Waukegan.

Washington, Aug:. 12.— John LInd. 
personal repreaontatlvo of President 
\VlIson to Invoatlgato the Mexican sit- 
uation, arrived safoly In Mexico City 
Sunday night; according, to advices 
received at tho state department from 
Charge O'Shaughnesay of tho United 
States embaflsy at an early hour Mon- 
day morning. 

Nows of the aafo arrival of Mr. 
Llnd with his wife and party In tho 
Mexican capital followed aevcral 
houra of suaponao. Tho complete ab- 
nence of any Information of tho prog- 
roaa of the party from tho timo it 
left Vera Cruz added to tho uncasl- 
neaa which was heightened by vague 
ruraora of attacks on Mr. LInd and 
his family and associates. 

President Wllaon had retired when 
vord of iMr, Llnd's aafo arrival -waa 
received, and he waa not awakened. 
Becrotary Bryan remained at his desk 
until 1:30 o'clock Monday morning, 
anxiously awaiting aomo report from 
the embassy at Mexico City. "When 
!t nnaJly came It proved to be merely 
a terse announcement of tho arri%-al 
of the special envoy, coupled with tho 
announcement that ho and his party, 
were safely quartered at the Hotel 
;I-aacuraIn.

August Federal FlQUrea Show That 

Yield Will Be 2,672,000,000 

Bushels. 

Washington, Aug, 11.— A loaa of 30(5,- 
000,000 bushels of corn, tho nation's 
greatest farm crop, has resulted from 
the great damage wrought by drought 
and other couditlona alube July 1. tho 
government's agricultural experta es- 
timated on Friday In their Auguat crop 
report. A total production of 2,072.- 
000,000 buahcls of corn was predicted. 
The government crop report given 
out ou Friday from Waahlncton waa 
one of the most aonaatlouaf that the 
country has Been. It reduced the cati- 
mateU yield of corn 300.000.000 bushels 
from tho July figures to 2,672,000.000 
bushels, or 452,000,000 buahels ' less 
than last year's harvest, 

Kansas and Oklahoma have been hit 
harder than any other states, while 
choir prospects oarller in tho year 
woro regarded as excellent, but they 
havo suffered practlcolly a crop fail- 
ure except In a few spots In eastern 
Kanaaa and In ngrthcrn Oklahoma. 
The ofilciBl returna show a loss of 98,- 
000,000 bushels In Kansas and 52,000.- 
000 bushels lu Nebraska. There Is a 
reduction of 240,000,000 bushole on 
practically 50 per cent of tho corn 
acreage of the country. 

Kansas, Oklahoma and Nebraska 
httvo 19 per cent, of the coulitry's acre- 
age, and their combined losses aro 
218,000.000 bushels. Tho losses are 
tho worat sinco 1901. when Kanaaa 
raised only 01,000,000 buahels. In 1894 
drought made a crop failure In tho 
states west of tho Mississippi river, 
and tho country had a crop of only 
1.212,000,000 bushels. 

A record '^vlnter wheat crop will help 
to lighten tho lossea made by corn, 
but as iho country consumes nearly 
3,000.000,000 bushela annually It can- 
not completely make up for tho defect 
In tho greatest feeding crop, notwith- 
standing tho fact that corn Is selling 
higher than wheat in tho market west 
of tho Missouri river. 

Tho winter wheat crop is 511,000,000 
buahcls, against a previous record of 
493,000,000 bushels la 190G.

SIGHTSEEING AUTO WRECKED 



Terrific Gale Hurls Machine Into Tree 
and Injuries Several Persons — 
Damage to the^lty and Its Sub- 
urbs Win Total $1,000,000. 



Philadelphia, Aug. 12.— Ono young 
woman and an infant were killed 
on ^unday when a gale swept this 
city. A band- pavilion In Fairmont 
park collapsed during tho terrific wind 
and rain storm. Two hundred persons 
were in the stand when It collapsed. 
Scores of persons were Injured, but 
,only a few were taken to a hospital. 
Rain, hall and lightning and a sixty- 
mile wind did great damage all over 
tho city. 

More than/ 100 of the Injured man- 
•aged to drag themselvea .to their 
homes. Only tho fact that the pavilion 
waa of light construction, without any 
real heavy Joists, prevented, a terrible 
catastropho. Tho crowd hftd sought 
refnge from tho rain Insldo tho frail 
Btructuro. 

At tho height of tho storm a large 
sight-seeing automobile waa thrown 
Into a tree. Seven of the occupanta 
"were Injured. 

Mattlo L. Grclnor waa drowned at 
Port Ulchmond. 

In all parts of the city trolley serv- 
ice Is either tied up absolutely or de- 
layed for hours. Telophono and tele- 
graph ipoles are down on all sides. 

Tho' wind tore the foof from tho 
building of tho Franklin Trust com- 
pany's building, and 'tho roofs' of 
eleven houses were carried away bod- 
ily. 

A tower of tho Pennsylvania station 
was hurled Into the street. . 

All of tho parks of tho city are de- 
vastated. Tho entire reservo force of 
the police department has been called 
out and Is busy roplns oft dangerous 
thorough,fares. 

The storm lasted four hours, when 
the city began to take account of Its 
loss of life and property. Tho prope^ 
ty loss, based on a conservative es- 
timate, will reach more than a mil- 
lion dollars.

Issues Statement Saying He Spent 

Some of Campaign Contributions 

but Repaid Them. 

Now York,. Aug. 12.— Governor Sul- 
zer Issued a statement denying abso- 
lutely that ho over used campaign 
funds for speculation purposes. Ho 
gave dfit- the statement following a 
conference with his political advisors. 

Tho statement waa given out by 
Chester C. Piatt, the governor's sec- 
retary. Among those present at tho 
conference wero I^ula Marshall, John 
A. Honnessy, Louis A. Sarroky. and 
Mr. Piatt. The statement follows: 

"In view of the fact that the Fraw- 
ley committee Is about to make Ita 
report of the Investigation It has been 
making, I am advised that It would 
bo unwise for mo at this time to make 
any detailed statement In reply to tho 
matters that had. been brought to tho 
attention of the committee, but hav- 
ing promised that I would furnish tho 
press a statement, In fulfillment of 
that promise I make tho following 
brief reply .to tho matters that I am 
Informed had. been brought before 
such committee: 

"I deny that I used any campaign 
contribution for personal tiso. 
7 "I deny that I speculated In Wall 
street or used money contributed for 
campaign "purposes .to . buy stocka 
either In my own'namo or otherwise. 

"I never had .an account with Fuller 
& Gray or Bo'yer & Griawold.' I never 
heard of those nrma; I do not know 
tho members and know nothing about 
the transactions with 'these firms 
testified to before tho Frawloy com- 
mittee until. recently threatened with 
exposure, and tho alleged transac- 
tions wore brought to my attention 
by the Frawley committee. 

"The stock matter wltii Harris & 
Fuller was not a speculative account 
of matter, but a loan made upon, 
stock as collateral, which stocks' had 
been acquired and paid for yeara be- 
fore my nomination for tho oOlce'of 
governor and from other sources than 
Harris & Fuller, 

"Certain checks given to mo for 
campaign purposes wore depoalted to 
my personal account, and theroaftor 
I paid the ambunt of said checks to 
my campaign committee. ' ^ 

"In filing' my statement of receipts 
and expenditures with tho secretary 
of state I. relfcd upon Information fur- 
nished m(^ by the persons In Imme- 
diate charge of ray campaign and In. 
whom I had and have the most Im- 
plicit confidence, and I helloyo the 
statement furnlshe* by thorn to me 
to bo accurate cind true." 



Albany. N. Y., Aug. 13.— Majority 
Loader Lovy of tho assembly an- 
nounced on Monday night that ho 
would introduce n resolution to im- 
peach Governor Sulzer "for willful 
and corrupt conduct In ofilbo and for 
high crlmob and misdemeanors."

brought to tho attention of. the legls- 
lature at onco. without awaiting a 
final report either on this or other 
subjects."

'To Profesaor Langworthy tho hu- 
man body is but a machine. He la 
the chief of division of nutritive In- 
veatlgatlona, and solves tho problems 
of food values. Like any other en- 
fflno, the human body has a maxl- 
mum capacity, of so many foot pounds 
of energy, and to generate this, a cer- 
tain amount of fuel in tho form of 
_food la Docesaary. Doctor Langwor- 
thy makes it his busineaa to find what 
,food is adapted for tho best roaults 
from tho majority. 

Ho described hla unique depart- 
ment In hla workshop, aurrounded by 
an endleas series of laboratory Instni. 
ments, ovens., graduated ' acales and 
queer tubes and pipea Where every- 
thing under tho sun is concocted and 
cooked up, to see how many calories, 
how much nitrogen and how much en- 
ergy it will givo tho human body when 
It's eaten. 



In the laboratory is a rcapiration 
calorimeter, a chamber In which 
Undo Sam's aclcntista put BUbJocta to 
moa'aure tho energy which tho subject 
gives oCf while ho Is engaged in dif- . 
foront tasks and whllo'Ted dlCTeroat 
diets of food. 

Tho calorimeter Is a valuablo Hn- 
Btrumeut in many ways. U enables 
the government to recommend certain 
dieta aa being of the grcntost uae to 
men and women In different occupa- 
tions, and it enables them to recom- 
mend a combination of foods that aro 
cheap, but at tho same Umo sustain- 
ing. 

Tho apparatus Itaelf la six and a 
half feet square and of the Bamo 
height. There la a -window In th<| 
Bide to permit light for reading or 
atudying, a couch, to permit the sub- 
ject to llo down; a pipe throngb 
■which air enters; and .anothoV through 
which It la cipelled. Tho expelled air 
la caught and Ita components' ana- 
lyyzcd, for part of the food you eat 
1b expelled with every breath. 

Tho heat given off by' tho subject's 
body Is weighed and meaaured and 
then carried off through a brass pipe 
that has a current of cold wator run- 
ning through IL Tho heat-abaorblng 
power of the pipe is enhanced by a 
ajM-Ies of copper disks that are. sol- 
dered to It Tho method la merely 
tho reverse of that practiced In bring- 
ing heat Into a room by tho hot-wa^ 
tor method. In one, tho cold water 
carries it away; In the .other the hot 
water brlng^ it In. The exact amount 
of heat expelled from tho subjecfa 
body la measured by tho flow of cold 
water, ono calorie of heat being nec- 
oBsary to raise ono kilogram of water 
one degree centigrade.

Eight Reasona Given Why It Is Su- 
perior to Others In Ci^op Rotation 
for Restoring 80II 

FertHlty.

"In view of tho fact Uiat until with- 
In tho past few yenre moat farmers in 
IIHnoia regarded tho sweet clover 
plant as a noxious weed, a letter on 
thb Bubject from W. M. -Budlong of 
Rocfcford, III., win bn of Interest . to 
fanners throughout tho atato. Mr, 
Budlong Baya: 

"Having road the Farmers' inatltuto 
bulletins with a great deal of Interoat. 
I know you are doing a good work. 
There Is, however, ono subject which 
I conalder of conBldorable. Importance' 
which you have not menUonqd— name- 
ly, tho value Of sweet clover-ln the ro- 
tation of cropa. 'u-j'-,.' 

"For soil inoculation preparatory to 
ralaing alfalfa and to reatoro a run 
down BoIl to a fertile state, no crop 
can equal sweet clover. There aro 
many thousands of acrea of land In 
nilnola ao low in fortuity that tho Im- 
mediate attempt to raise alfalfa or 
moat any legume on them would bo 
a failure, but when sown to sweet 
clover will yield an abundant harveat 
of hay, bealdes mnterially enriching 
the fioll by Its deep rooting aystem. 

"Moat farmora aiu not aware that 
Bweet clover hay cut aevoral timca 
during tho aeaaoh Is nearly aa tender 
and palatable as alfalfa hay. I have 
ioen herds of cattle leave a good blue 
grasa paaturo for a aweet clover paa- 
ture. 

Experience of Two Men, 
"Thoniae Rlcholaon of Davis Junc- 
tion, 111., flowed aweet clover with hla 
oats a year ago last apring, and after 
tho oats were cut and tho cattle were 
allowed access to tho aweet clover In 
the stubble hla yield of milk doubled 
and the cream more than doubled oa 
evidenced by hla creamery receipts. 
Thla Increase ho aald was due to the 
fluporior feeding qualities ofi aweot 
clover. His horeea, which Wero re- 
^duced In fleahand run down from the 
Bummer'B work, gained In weight re- 
markably fast after feeding' on aweet 
clover. 

"Frank Coverdale of Delmar, la,, 
who has 200 acres In sweet clover and 
has been raising it for 15 years, foutd 
the pasture lands of Iowa would be In- 
creoaed four-fold In feeding value If 
they were aeeded to aweet clover to- 
gether with blue grass. 

"In my Inveetlgatlona of sweet 
clover, I nnd that all vegetation growa 
conalderably moro luxuriantly wfie'n 
growp In close proximity to sweet 
clover so that their roots Intermingle, 
as the sweet clover roots evidently 
supply nitrogen to other plants. Crops 
following a two-year rotation, with 
Bwoet clover will gain In yield from 25 
to BO per cent. 

"Tho tap roots of the sweet clover 
extend down Into the ground several 
feet and when they, decay they leave 
holes whore water readily flows, mols- 
,toning the ground to a considerable 
deptly These decayed rooto aro at tho 
Bamo time a good nitrogen fertilizer. 
"I believe it Is a mistake to try to 
ralao alfalfa on run down farm land. 
If Bwect clover wero grown for two 
years and the land then seeded to al- 
falfa, failure would bo reduced to a 
ralriimum, as tho ground would bo In- 
oculated and enriched by so doing. 
Eight '^dssons Enumerated. 
"I will enumerate a number of tho 
qualities in which aweet clover* is su- 
perior to other legumes. ' , 
"1. It will produce more hny'ph. a 
given. Boir than red clover, alslko or 
mammoth clover. . .: 

"2. It will grow on many soils .too 
poor to raise alfalfa or red clovop suc- 
cessfully. >: 
■ "3. l£ is the only clover exceptwhlte 
clover that wlir stand jpaaturlni with 
cattlo nnd horsea. 

"4._lt will add mbro nitrogen to the 
BOll than any other legume. 

"B.^'Itoviil. thrive with less llmo In 
the sdilHhan most other legumes, al- 
though It win not grow when thp aoU 
Is too dcld. 

"6, It win not bloat stock whether 
fed wot or dry.. 

"7. It has no plant diseaso; and It 
•will' thrive and combat weeds, or 
grasaoa at tho aamo time. 

"8. In pnatures during a \drouth, 
aweet clover wlUkeep green and^grow. 
when other clovera^aud grasses have 
practically an dried up."

. Many farmers, and especially llvo 
stock producera, havo long been con- 
vinced of the economic value of tho 
Bno, bu^ each year they havo said: 
"I'll build a silo next year." With 
many of these "next year" has come 
and gone, and yet that silo has not 
been built. Inquiry reveals the fact 
that In many Instances the farmer 
put off securing tho necessary ma- 
terials unjil It was 'too late to got 
tho silo .built for fall use. After hai^ 
vest there Is usually a tlmo when ma^ 
terlala can be hauled to the farm, and 
now Is a gtood time to make plans and 
order materials, 

T'ho farmers ^of inlnols sustain an 
enormous Iqss each year because they 
fairto save tho corn fodder. On C,- 
878.797i acres of land, Illinois farmers 
produced last year a com crop valued 
at $108,827,882 for tho grain alono.- 
Tho ifoeding value of the fodder when 
properly saved equals two-thirds tho 
valuo of tho grain, and granting that 
ono-fourth - tho fodder was saved 
through tho uao of tho usual raethoda 
and tho bIIos already built, the corn 
, ralaora of ininols sustained a loaa laat 
year 'of 127.551,921. What other class 
of peoplo or business could sustain 
Buch a loss each year and keep on 
doing bualnesa? 

The man who cultlvatoa forty acrea 
of corn and allows tho fodder to waste 
loses, on tho basis of last year's crop, 
1156 annually, an amount aumdent to 
build a 100-ton silo every three years. 
With out high-prlced.lauds and Bman 
margins In feeding lIVo stock, the silo 
~haa becdmo a modem neccaslty on 
every well-regulated farm where live 
stock la produced. The dairyman finds 
tho silo essential to succoss during tho 
winter and equally valuable during 
tlmo of short paaturoa In a eummer 
drouth. Tho feeder of beef cattlo 
flnda that a ration of com snago and 
alfalfa hay greatly Increaaoa his prof- 
its In making high class beef. Tho 
hog raiser finds silage and alfalfa val- 
uable for kooping brood aowa In good 
condition during winter and adds to 
their efflcloncv for producing largo llt- 
tora of thrtfty ybungstera, Silage 
givea the succulence neede<l for owes 
and when fed alloge^and alfalfa lamba 
aro Btronger and mature quicker for 
tho market 

Tho -silo" Is a labor-saving dovico; 
It tripplos the atock carrying capacity 
of tho farm, cooisorves fertility and 
returns,|t8 useraanuany 100 por cent,

NCLB SAM la a schoolmaster 
of tho old typo. He neither 
spares tho rod nor spoils the 
chUd, Ho has many pupils, 
those who enter his aorvloo 
In tho goverjiment departments and 
tho army and the' navy. HIb course 
of training In the navy la rather ae- 
vore, for he requlree every man who 
enllata for service under the Stars 
and Stripes on sea to becomo a skilled 
artisan. Probably tho most interest- 
ing of all of Uncle Sam's trade schools 
is thoBchool for seaman gunnera, at 
the navy yard In Waahlngton. It la* 
hero that the men who aim and flro 
tho groat guna leara their principle 
and mechanism ao thoroughly that tho 
efficiency of tho United Statea navy 
la nnoQualed by any navy In the 
world. 

Thero aro moro than 125 men In tho 
Boaman gunners' class at the present 
time, enroned for six months of the 
hardest kind of study in the shops 
and In tho classroom. Every ono of 
these men la picked, and In tho sorv- 
Ico It Is considered a great honor to 
bo chosen to Join tho clasa. Only 
men who have been In tho service 
four yeara are englble, and then only 
when their conduct and servlco record 
are exceptionaUy good. Graduates of 
tho school are tho backbone of the 
navy. Here tho men are taught tho 
only really distinctive naval trade, rind 
It Ifl hero that thomen who load, train 
and flro tho Immense guna are made. 
Require! Much Study. 
They leom tho making of tho large 
and small guns. They leara by prac- 
tical experience how to take them 
down and aasemblo them again. Tho 
breech mechanism, everything to do 
with tho practical part of ordnance, 
the manufacture of shells, fuses and 
powder and torpedoes all require 
thorough and extensive atudy. The 
work la equally divided between the 
naval gun factory ahops and the claas-' 
room, where' they havo Instruction at 
the hands of skilled ordnance experts 
and special Inatmctors. In addition 
to tho ordnance course they are re- 
quired to becomo proflclent In the sci- 
ence of metallography and skilled In 
tho manufacture and principle of the 
storage battery. 

Work on tho big guns start from tho 
raw casting. This 'huge, 75-ton cylin- 
der of Bteel is boreti out trimmed and 
grooved. The casing, another huge 
cylinder, of steel, Is bored out, heated 
white hot and shrunk onto the groov- 
ed lining. Tho manufacture of this 
part of tho monster 14-inch rilles takes 
about four weeks. 

Then the gunnery forco enters the 
forge and hammer shops, whero they 
remain for two weeks, jlfter this the 
class Is divided into small squads.* 
apmo of them going Into the black- 
smith ahop. othera to tho machlnlsta* 
bench, tho carpenter shop, the tin- 
smith, tho coppersmith and tho 
plumber tor instruction. Each man 
must hammer and turn out from raw 
metal every piece of stoel which goes 
into the complicated breech block me- 
chanism and the firing devices. Pro- 
Jectilea and smokeless powder also 
get a great dealof attention, this last 
phase of tho work taking tho school 
to Indian Head, Md., for several 
weeks' work. 

When these men graduate and leave 
Washington for the various ships of 
tho AtlonUc fleet to them falls the 
duty ofvjceeplng in repair ovory por- 
tion of the ship's armament. If dur- 
ing battle practlcei a spring or bit of 
mechaniam breaks, those seaman gun- 
nera muBt enter the ship's machlno 
shop and" forge or turn out a new 
piece. 

The gunner la In absolute command 
of hiB gun. Ho haa under him an aa- 
Blatant In tho big dreadnaughts of 
today,, there aro six turreta, with two 
guna to each -turret Each turret Is 
supplied with ammtinltion for two 
magazines. Alao. there la a: gunner 
In charge of tho magaxinoa. Boaldea 
those, there are amonerflve-lnch rifles, 
Blx and ono-poundors located on vari- 
ous portiona of tho Bhip. To these 
amaller guns the recently graduated 
claas la always sent In tlmo they 
are promoted and placed In charge 
of a big gun or even a whole turret.

Jap Parties Formed About Men 
Rather Than Principles. 



Conditions Are Well Nigh Inexplicable 

to Many— Result Is ConBlderablo 

Confusion— Different Periods of 

Country's Political Progrcia. 



Tokyo, Japan. — Japanese politics Is 
well nigh inexplicable to many per* 
aons, especially occidentals. Tho sud- 
den and frequent changes of cabtaeta. 
In part or In whole, are dlflltiult to un- 
derstand. And. while wo can make 
no claim to a perfect understanding of 
tho mysteries, we may be able to 
throw a Uttle light on the subject 

In the first place, It should be ke^it 
In' mind that political parties In Japan 
are more personal than political. Pac- 
tions and parties have formed around 
men rather than measures, around 
persons more than principles. The his- 
tory of political parties In- New Japan 
may be divided Into five periods, as 
follows: 

1S67-1882— Embryonic period. 

1S82-18U0— Oorganlzlng period, 

1890-1898— Developing period. 

1898-1911- Influential period. 

1911 — Predominant period! 

Tho chief political parties which 
have been organized In Japan during 
the past 30 years have all Illustrated 
the point Just mentioned. Tho- first 
party In the field was the Jlyuto, or 
liberal party, which was organized by 
Count (th^en Mr.) Itagakl, and which 
consisted largely of his personal fol- 
lowing. The next party was ' the 
shlmpoto,' or progressive party, 
which was started by Mr. (now Count) 
Okuma and his friends. The chief dif- 
ference in these two parties, so far ds 
pi^mciples were concerned, was that 
the liberals were more radical than 
tho progressives; but thegreater dif- 
ference was the personal ouo^In'more 
recent days ii has been Ito and his 
proteges who have ^dominated the 
sol/ukal. Small factions have .rallied 
urounU smaller men; while, personal 
considerations havo largely caused 
splits In factions and parties. 

Aa ex-Mayor OzakI has pointed out 
this fealuro la a not unnatural surviv- 
al of the feudal system! And It was- 
Oxakl himself who has Juat led a bolt 



distinctions without differences.- For 
Instance, on such an Important Issue 
as the Increase of the land tax the 
same parly has been working, now In 
support now In opposition. All pai^ 
ties anrt factions having too often 
been found guilty of opportunism. 

Another peculiar feature of parties 
In Japan Is tho almost complete lack 
of grouping on economic class lines. 
There have been geographical lineups, 
which havo been partly economic, and 
there havo been attempts to line up 
tho business men toegther. But as 
Indicated above, even the land tax Is- 
sue has not succeeded In forming any 
permanent alignment and tho tariff 
question has not yet affected tho po- 
litical situation. 

The burning topic of socialism has 
ndt made any perceptible Impression 
on the political world of Japan. Sev- 
eral years ago a socialistic party was 
organized, l^ut was speedily forbidden 
and suppressed by the government 
Moreover, the anarchist conspiracy 
against tho emperor only served to 
increase the severity of the offlclals 
toward BoclallstB of all . kinds— good, 
bad or Indifferent Therefore, there la 
no socialist party.

■net buslncsa profit of each, particular* 
locality— the very cream biff the pan ' 
or mll^ In tho coolVsprlnghouse — yet 
the creators of this surplus wealth, the 
farmers, are starved flnanclaily when 
they apply for loans, because tho funda , 
of tho community are In Wall street 
being WBed In stock and bond promo- 
tions reaching even to China and the 
Philippines. 

"For years my mother has held to 
the belief and has absolutely lived up 
to it, as far as her Infiuenco and power 
have gone, that every community la 
entitled to the full benefit of Its pros- 
perity. She always made It an Invlo- 
labib rulei that profits acquired In a 
given locality belonged to that locality 
and should always be reinvested la 
that locality.

ALLAHASSEB, tho capital of 
Florida, was for some years 
tho homo of Princo Napoleon 
Acblllo Murat, Bon of Joachim 
' Miirat, whom Napoleon rando 
king of Naples. Tho prince and his 
-wlfo wore buried In Iho Episcopal 
cemetery of the town, and vIbUofb to 
Tallahaepoe may still bco their graves 
And also tho house In which the 
princess lived before her marriage, 
with her parents, Col. and Mrs. Dyrd 
"Willis. Tho plantation of Princo 
Achlllo Is near by, a portrait of tho 
princo and a photograph of tho prin- 
cess oro in tho public library, and 
many whlto haired men and women 
are stilt living who remember tho In-' 
tcrcsting. strangely assorted but devot- 
ed couple. 

Among thoBo who remember tho 
princess with peculiar affection Is 
Fanny Taylor, a very old negro 
woman, the daughter of Patsy Loo, 
(Who was tho peraonol maid of Kathor- 
Ino Willis in Virginia before she went 
to Florida and was still her maid after 
"her marriogo. 

Patsy, with several other former 
fllaves, was remembered In the will of 
the princesfl, and Patsy's daughter stlU 
lives In a cabin near Bellovuo, which 
^as tho last homo of the princess. 
Tho cabin la new, but le on the site of 
tho formed cottage, in which were re- 
cently bumod many historic and beau- 
tiful pieces of Murat furniture, be- 
cause, OB Fanny expressed it. "there 
, was DO mankind about to put out tho 
firo." Tho cabin is as clean as a pin, 
in honor perhaps of tho fact that in 
it aro gifts frrom royalty. 

Fanny showed a recent visitor with 
modest but evident pride two silver 
teaspoons, three forks and an old 
fashioned twlBtcd gold brooch given 
to hot. mother by Princess Murat, 
From a wash cloth of flncst blrdseye 
linen hemmed with almost Invisible 
Htitchos, and the last one ever used 
:by tho princess, Fanny unfolded two 
locks of gray hair, one of the mistress 
and one of tho maid. Tho last and 
most chorlshed postjcaslon displayed 
•was a small photograph of tho princess 
taken during tho lattbr years of her 
lifj?. 

Of both tho princo and princess 
their former slavo remembers many 
interesting Incidents. One of these 
was the well known anecdote of how 
during an absence of tho princess tho 
prince dyed all the household linen, 
tho lingerie of tho princess and every 
dress that the servants did not hide 
from him a vivid pink. Tho dyo used, 
'tradition says, was i>okeberry Juice. 

On another occasion ho invited a 
Tallahasseo friend to stay for dinner, 
urging tho fact that ho had killed a 
"turkey buirard" and was having It 
cooke<I. A pawdust pudding waa an- 
other of the odd culinary conceits re- 
merabo^ed against him. 

Nothing could have been more roy- 
ally brilliant than the prince's flrst 
20 years nor more democratically dull 
than the last 20 years of his life. 

Ho was ^Ix years old when Napoleon 
made Joachim Murat king of Naples; 
and aa the heir to the throno Uttio 
Achlllo was known as the prince royal 
of tho Two Sicilies and with his young- 
er brotl^er, Luclon, spent a pampered 
childhood at tho court which his fa- 
ther and mother established. 

When, Achlllo was fourteen' years 
old hie father and Napoleon became 
estranged, and o^ this most Inoppor- 
tune time thp king of Naples also lost 
the loyalty of his Italian subjects. In 
an effort to regain his power by force 
he wai captured and executed and bis 
wlfo aad ttons woro sent as prisoners 
to Austria, 

It wna after oovoral years of wan- 
derings over -Europe that Prince 
Murat I'riftod to America at the age 
of twenty, and It was In Florida that 
ho spent most of the remainder of IiIb 
Bhortllfo. When Colonel Murat, as he 
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Was called by most of his American

frleiids, arrived In Tallahassee ' the 
belle of Florida was KaUierlue Willla 
Cray, a young widow who lived with 
her father. Col. Byrd Willis, who had 
sought and made his fortune In the 
new territory of Florida, 

ilrs. Gray had married a Scotsman 
at the age of nfteen and was loft a 
widow at sixteen, and as her child 
aiao died she returned to live with her 
parents at Willis hall, near Fredericks- 
burg. Va., and accompanied them 
when they moved to Florida. The 
Willla homo In Tallahaasoo on South 
Monroo street, near tho capltol. was 
a center of the social life of tho state. 
The beauty and charm of tho young 
Virginia widow, who waa then only 
twenty-two years old, immediately cap- 
tivated tho son of Carolino Bonaparto 
and his courtship seems to havo' boon 
as ardent as might bo expected from 
a temperamental Frenchman. JIow- 
ever, the young woman was not only 
beautiful and wealthy, but her mother 
was^, Mary Lowls. a nloco of George 
Washington, and not even tho dazzling 
fact that Colonel Murat's mother wos 
a slater of Napoleon could blind the 
eyes of the blue blood of Virginia to 
tho knowledge that his father, Joachim 
Murat, was tho son of an obscure inn- 
keeper. 

Beside which the prince was eccen- 
tric to a degree that was almost 111 
bred. Ho spoko a burlesque of tho 
English language and waa perhaps 
easily affected, but certainly often af- 
fected, by wine. Ho was, however, an 
intensely interesting companion, and 
was eagerly sought socially and valued 
as a sincere and unchanging friend. 

Tho courtship of tho greatest hello 
and tho only prince In'Tallahassco was 
watched with Interest by tho friends 
of tho couple and with approval by 
tho parente of the young woman; and 
when the devotion and undisguised ad- 
miration of the princo finally won 
there were hearty congratulations and 
good wishes for them from many parts 
of tho United States aa well as their 
adopted state. 

Mrs. Gray and Colonel Murat were 
married July 30, 1826, and w^nt to live 
at Llpona; his large plantation In Jef- 
ferson county, tlio name of which was 
transposed to Napoll. the city with 
which he bad so many associations. It 
^aa one of tho most beautiful estates 
In Florida and near tho township In 
tho same country which was glvon to 
Ldifayetto by the United States gov- 
ernment on his visit in 1824. 

The princo becoming restless on his 
Florida- plantation, ho and his Ameri- 
can princess went abroad, and being 
forbidden to enter Franco and Italy 
thoy went to "Llttlo Paris," aa Brus- 
sels Is called, where they epent two 
delightful years. Tho prlnce^who was 
I close personal friend of King Leo- 
pold, was made a colonel In the Bel- 
gian army and had command of a rcgl< 
meat of lancers. Both- ho and the 
princess wore immensely popular, too 
popular. In fact, for tho flne Bonaparte 
face of Princo Achlllo was so much 
like that of his uncle, tho great Na- 
poleon, that he was often stopped on 
the street and embraced by old sol- 
diers, who foil on their knece beforo 
him. .■..■:,-; 

The Powers saw arid trembled for 
fear that he might be able to enliab 
soldiers bnough to restore his family 
to their former thrones, and his regi- 
ment was disbanded. Prince AchlUe 
made a momonible address to hla men. 
speaking to them In seven dltferbnt 
languages, one after another, and then 



rotnmod with hla wlfo to hlo Americi^ 
freedom. 

During a yearVi stay. In London tha 
beauty and thoj; charming personality 
of tho pHncnRs mado n great Impres- 
sion among Kngllnh noblUty, and they 
wero of real flnanclal aijalstanco to 
members of thd oxllod Bonaparte faJn- 
ily, especially Louis Napoleon, tho 
cousin of Princo Achlllo. Tho follow. 
Ing year Princo Louis Napoleon camo 
to America expecting to visit hla 
"Cousin Kato" and "Couflin' Achlllo'* 
at their southern home, but ho was 
recalled from Now York by tho lllnoes 
of his mother. 

The princo, with his ncttvo' mind, 
became at ona, time very niuoh Intoi^ 
cated In tho study of law, to which ho 
devoted his entire time and. quickly 
mastered It Ho wna admitted to tho 
bar in New Orleans and formed a 
partnership with Mr. Oarnior, and for 
several years made his homo In the 
congenial French city, whero ho di- 
vided his tlmo between his beautiful 
to\9n house and a largo sugar planta- 
tion which ho bought on the Missis* 
slppi river. Not understanding tho 
cqlture of cane, he lost a great deal 
of money, but learned at tho same 
tlmo a groat deal about the people and 
their life, which he recalls In his books 
on America. 

Returning to tho ever cherished 
neighborhood of Tallahaflsoo the 
prince and princess spent a number 
of years at Econ chat tie, another of 
their plantations, and it was then that 
tho fighting blood of tho Bonapartes 
waa aroused by the continuous out- 
rages of tho Indlane, and tho prince in 
command of a regiment fouRht with 
Americans for American rlKhts. 

The princo was a brave and daring 
soldier, quick, firm and reBourcefuI, 
but hla wife proved herself a mate 
worthy of, a Bonaparte by following 
hlhi through overy peril of tho cam- 
paign, nursing him through an almost 
fatal capo of fever and remaining with 
him until the bloody little war was 
over. ,, . , 

At lovely ,Econchattle, with Its giant 
live oak trees hung with long gray 
raOBs' and tho whole world about It 
fragrai^t with flowers, Princo Achllls 
Murat died April 15, 1847,. and It waa 
at Econchattle that hla widow spent 
the eummers during the twenty years 
sho^ survived him. She died August 6, 
1867. \ 

Belldvuo. Just two miles from Talla- 
hassee, is more closely associated with 
tho princess after the death of Prince 
Murat She bought the place and with 
her favorite slavea settled there to 
spend tho remainder of her life. It If 
a pretty white cottago of four Immense 
high pitched rooms, eet on a beauti- 
ful hlll overlooking Tailahasseo to tho 
oast An oleander lined walk leads 
from tho road to tho doorway, and all 
about the house are enormous mag- 
nolia trees, covered most of the year 
with big white blossoms, red berried 
holly trees and, grapefruit trees which 
at all seasons aro beautiful with either 
fragrant waxy blossoms or pale yellow 
fruit ! • 

Tho entertainments given by the 
princess at Bellevuo were noted all 
over tho south for their lavish hos- 
pitality, and wqro enhanced perhaps 
in Interest by tho service of solid gold 
and tho Imperial Uvery of the Bona- 
partes. The privilege of using tho red 
and goid livery was bestowed with 
$40,000 on his "Cousin Kate" by Louis 
Napoleon after ho had become em- 
peror. • 

In tho cottage wore also a marble 
bust of Caroline Bonaparte, many ex- 
quisite pieces of French furniture and 
other handsome gifts presented to her 
by Napoleon' when, with the other 
members of tho Bonaparte family, she 
went to Paris for his coronation. On 
many occasions she was selected by 
him for especial honors and welcomed 
as a princess of Franco. 

On ono occasion she was invited to 
a court function at the Tuilorles and 
was told that she would know her 
poeltlon at table by the rank of the 
person with whom she went in to din- 
ner. As one after the other of the 
dignitaries present passed out before 
her to dinner her heart sank at the 
sight of tho few nonentities left Her 
unafTeoted surprise and delight greatly 
pleased tho emperor when he himself 
came quickly In, offered her his arm 
and seated hor beside him at the table. 
The emperor was never tired of lis- 
tening to the animated stories of hit 
American cousin and he and Eugenie 
begged her to mako her home In 
Franco, but Mmo. Murat could not 
forget tho friends left In Florida and 
that.many plantations and slaves need- 
ed hor personal attention, so she ro- 
turned to America and to Bellevue. 

When the close of tho war left Mme. 
Murat penniless, although poasessed 
of thousands 9f acres of fprtlle farm 
lands, and she and her several hundred 
slaves faced starvation, tho emperor 
came to her oaelstanco and gave h(er a 
largo yearly 'Income, on which she not 
only lived In groat comfort but with 
which eho did, a vast. deal of charity, 
helping many stricken families and 
friends In Florida and Virginia. 
- Mme. Murat mndo another visit to 
Paris In 1866, where she spent a year 
in an effort to regain hor falling 
health. She became seriously III on 
her return and after a long lllnosa at 
BoUevue aho went to ■ Econchattle,

OLD NIPSIC IS AN ICEBOX 

Warship That Survived Samoa Storm 
Turned to Cobimcrdal Uses by . 
Canning Company. 

" Washington. — Converted into a gi- 
gantic floating icebox for salmon, tho 
old United States cruiser Nipslo Ilea 
off tho San Juan islands, near Belling- 
ham, Wash., being now a useful pleco 
of property of a canning company. 
Tho Interior of the old warship, which 
la of wood, has boon mado over Into 
a row o£ great bins, Into which tho 
salmon, brought from tho fishing 
ground, aro dumped through a long 
funnel at the bow and Iced. The proc- 
ess will not freeze tho flsh. but will 
keep them In cold storage until thoy 
car^ be canned. Frozen fish may be 
sold for table use. but aro not thought 
good for canning. 

Tho' NlpBlc has had an Interesting 
history, though never In battle. Built 
In 1873 at Washington, she was long 
attaichod to the Pacific fleet She was 
one of the American warships that 
were overwhelmed by. tho hurricane 
at Samoa In 1888 with vessels of tho 
English and German, navies. All but 
the English cruiser •Calliope went 
ashore, but tho Nipslo fortunately 
went on a sandy beach. The crow of 
the Nipslo performed heroic deeds In 
saving seamen from other vessels. 

After being hauled off and repaired 
tho Nlpslc becamo a receiving ship at 
Bremerton; and was later turned Into 
a prison ship. Last spring sho was 
sold as no longer of any use to the 
n&vy.
